Signers to Hold 
Key Meet Soon 


Washington, March 24 — (UP) 


— Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son and foreign ministers of other 
Atlantic pact nations plan an im- 
portant meeting here April 2 on 
East-West relations, it was learned 
today. 


Informants said top 
diplomats 


of Britain, Canada, France, Bel- 
gium, Luxembourg, 
The 
Nether- 
lands and Norway intend to be 
here for the treaty-signing 
cere- 
monies on April 4. Foreign Minis- 
ters of Denmark, Portugal, 
Italy 


and Iceland also will be on hand 
if those nations accept invitations 
to join the pact as charter mem- 
bers. 


Officials said the prime purpose 


of the April 2 meeting will be to 
reach formal agreement on the 
text of the historic 20-year pact. 
This approval is assured in 
ad- 


vance. 
In addition,- the; conferees 
are 
slated to consider future measures 
to build the treaty into a forceful 
weapon to forstall any Russian ag- 
gression. Soviet reaction 
to 
the 
Ireaty, interim plans 
to 
protect 
smaller powers until the pact is 
operating, and other matters are 
expected to be discussed. 
General East-West problems in- 
cluding those of Germany, Austria, 
the Berlin blockade, and Commu- 
nist advances in Asia are certain
